Filrrdom’s latest defiance of gecemaphicl 
boundaries has been performed by B. P. 
Schulberg in his Tom Forman Production, 
“Shadows,” playing at the Colonial theatre 
Monday and Tuesday. 

To catch the necessary atmosphere for the 
play which is an adaptation of Wilbur Daniel 
Steele’s prize story, “Ching, Ching, China- 
man,” Mr. Schulberg has figuratively turned 
the country upside down and temporarily 
planted the Cape Cod village of Urkey in 
sunny California. When plans for the pro- 
duction were being outlined it seemed im- 
perative to transport the entire company, 
props, etc., from Los Angeles to Massachu- 
setts. Shortly before their departure Mr. 
Schulberg was invited on a fishing trip and 
during his brief vacation from the studio he 
found the exact location he wanted for Urkey. 
“T couldn’t have come across any place more 
suitable on the whole New England coast,” 
he enthusiastically told Director Tom For- 
man: “In fact, it looks so much like the 
typical Massachusetts locale that the Pil- 
grims themselves wouldn’t know the dif- 
ference.” 

When casting for the film was begun, 
California supplied types as native to New 
England as though they had been found in 
one of those little fishing towns which dot the 
Atlantic Coast from Rhode Island to Maine.

Dispute Over Merger of Andover and 
Harvard Divinity School 


Counsel in the controversv over the amal- 
gamation of the Andover Theological Sem- 
inary and the Harvard Divinity school in the 
Harvard Theological school has accepted the 
suggestion of Judge Pierce of the supreme 
court that they try to agree upon the apnoint- 
ment of a lawyer as master to hear evidence.

The Campaign 
will be directed by the Massachusetts De- 
partment of Public Health, working with the 
local boards of health, physicians, Red Cross 
and Visiting Nurse Associations. Dr. Mer- 
rill Champion, Director of the Division of 
Hygiene, is in charge, with headquarters at 
the State House, Boston. A feature of the 
week will be demonstrations in Department 
stores to audiences of mothers on the correct 
care of infants. Layettes and other baby 
equipment will be exhibited, and information 
and pamphlets will be obtainable free on re- 
quest. , 
That the baby has rights by law as well as 
in fact is brought out in a statement issued 
by Dr. Eugene R. Kelley, Commissioner of 
Public Health at the State House: “I hope 
that this week may emphasize, particularly 
among foreign parents, the necessity of 
registering the births of their children at the 
pid or town hall. This gives the child the 
right to citizenship, the right to go to school, 
to inherit property, the right to working 


papers, marriage license, and rts, the 
right to hold office and the mother’s right to 
a widow’s ion. Without birth tra- 
tion, the child has none of these rights,” 

Dr Mary R. Lakeman, Assistant Director 
of the Division of Hygiene, expressed the 
opinion that the drive will increase the per- 
centage of breast-feeding, which is the most 
aerisa single means of cutting down the 
baby death rate.

Metal Paper. 

It is reported that lUthographers 
here and abroad have for some: time 
been using plated paper instead of thin 
metal sheets, preferring the former as 
the paper body gives a soft cushioner 
effect which cannot be obtained with 
the solid metal. For this purpose the 
metal is electro-plated on the surface 
of the paper, which hus first been coat- 
ed with a layer of graphite to give it a 
conducting surface. The principle thus 
employed is old, but the difficulty has 
always been that the Hquid tn the 
plating bath would soak into the pa- 
per and would loosen the metal film 
from it even while this was being de- 
pesited. . Now the users have learned 
that by first coating the paper with 
a varnish or lacquer impervious to 
moisture, they can make it immune 
against the direct action of the 
liquid, so that the film of metal will 
cling firmly to it.—Washington Star. 


Milk by Parcel Post, 

Here is “something new under the 
sun.” A dairyman at Franklin, Va., 
has established a rural parcel post 
milk service. He has thermic contain- 
ers for his fresh milk, and has abol- 
ished his own delivery system, substi- 
tuting the parcel post service on four 
routes, He gathers the fresh milk 
from the farmers and, without open- 
ing the individual containers, delivers 
it to the town customers. That beats 
driving nanny goats from door to door, 
us they do*in some countries, milking 
as per order. 

The deviser of this new inethod is 
laying its feasibility before the post- 
master general, with the view to en- 
listing nation-wide co-operation of the 
post office in spreading the system, 
until the whole land will be literally 
“flowing with milk,” if not with honey. 
—Washington Star.

Pedestrians and Motorists Alike 


Yesterday’s Boston Herald carried a 
short editorial which the Townsman 


feels is worthy of repetition. The State | regula: 


Department of Public Works, in com- 
menting on the traffic situation of Mass- 
achusetts, remarked that everyone is 
either an automobile driver or a pro- 
spective driver who more or less fre- 
quently has occasion to travel by auto- 
mobile, and that therefore the general 
public should no longer be divided into 
the two classes of pedestrians and 
motorists but should be treated as one 
group. It said that all members of the 
group, whether they happened to be 
traveling on foot or in a car should be 
able to respect the rights of one another, 
with a clear understanding, each of the 
other’s possibilities. —The example which 
the Herald gives is perhaps not the best 
which might be obtained, due to the age 
of the woman in the case, but occur- 
rences of the kind cited are too frequent 
among people of all ages. It does seem 
as if people may be brought to the re- 
alization that any and every moving 
object in the vicinity of a busy crossing 
should be under the control of the officer 
in charge of that crossing, whether the 


human being. It is the only safe way 
to handle the situation. 


Everybody now recognizes the right and 
the desirability of having traffic officers 
te the movement of vehicles in our 
streets. But a similar assertion of authority 
over pedestrians many of the latter resent. 
In New York there are crossings at which 
the traffic officers have the same control over 
one as over the other; but even there it pro- 
vokes revolt. 

Yesterday noon, at the corner of Boylston 
and Tremont streets, the officer finally gave 
the long-awaited signal which permitted 
automobiles to plunge southward down Tre- 
mont street. And if he did not actually say 
to the drivers to hurry up, everything in the 
situation made clear that it was of marked 
advantage that they should do this. A 
youth driving a Ford market truck passed 
along at a good clip. A woman approx- 
imately seventy years old started to walk 
across the street in front of him because there 
was some space—perhaps twenty feet—be- 
tween him and the next car ahead; and she 
was evidently in a hurry. The crowd gasped: 
some of its members ejaculated cries of 
alarm. She escaped, but by inches rather 
than by feet, as the youth rattled along. 

But she was plainly the offender. Had the 
youth come to a standstill to allow her and 
other like-minded persons to cross, the con- 

estion above would have been needlessly

May 6 will be the birthday of Abbot 
academy. This was the day ninety-four 
years ago when eighty young girls if sun- 
bonnets and pantalets gathered for the first 
time at the stately pillared building facing 
School street. 

Were they prouder of it—those eightv— 
than the Abbot girls now of their beautiful 
gateway, their smooth Circle, their hockev- 
field, their organ, their old Abbot hall, itself? 
Perhaps so. Yet there are today many 
evidences of a just pride, fine school spirit 
and unselfish loyalty. 

_ If Abbot academy had trained onlv those 
eighty girls, her influence would still have 
n considered, for there arose from among 
that group women of no small distinction 
and power, as well as unobtrusive women 
whose children have been solid rock founda- 
tion in the building years of the generation 
now passing, not only in New England, but 
in the West and South and at least one 
foreign country. 

Now the daughters of Abbot have num- 
bered over five thousand, more than half of 
them still living to do her honor, in words 
and in noble living. 

The observance of the Birthday last year 
was general throughout the country, and 
was used as an occasion for aiding the Cen- 
tennial Lovalty Endowment fund by various 
money-raising activities in communities 
where there were groups of alumnae. 

This brought to the Fund over $2700, 
which was applied to the Chair of History 
established last June bv the Alumnae Asso- 
ciation in memory of Miss Agnes Park. Of 
this amount $800 was raised in Andover. 

The Committee decided to celebrate the 
day this vear by Birthday parties promoting 
good fellowshin among alumnae, by small 
individual birthday gifts, and bv an effort to 
Increase the membership of the Alumnae 
Association. 

_ Andover alumnae have the privilege of 
living near their Mother and are often 
remembered by her. They will show their 
loyal appreciation by a “get-together” 
meeting in recognition of the day, the details 
of which will be announced through the press 
later. There will also be an-observance at 
the Academy.

McClellan, who also loans some handsomely 
ornamented stirrups and spurs of Mexican 
make.

Mexican handwork, and objects of daily use 
which she obtained while teaching in Guadal- 
ajara some years ago. : 

A few photographs of Labrador Esqui- 
maux, with a heavy whip for the dog team 
and old-time snowshoes have been added. 
A suggestion of the portrayal of the Indian 
in art is given by a group of reproductions of 
the work of Dallin, Brush and the recent 
Taos School. Mr. Shipman’s mounted 
Indian in bronze by Troubetzkoy, and the 
charming Mexican landscape by H. Winthrop 
Peirce, which visitors at the Gallery have 
been enjoying for some time, appropriately 
form part of the exhibition. 

The Gallery is open on Saturday after- 
noons from two until five o’clock. Visitors 
are always welcome. 


Schoolhouse Bill Passed 


The Shawsheen Schoolhouse Bill was 
passed by the Senate last Friday, and now 
goes to the Governor for his signature. The 
bill authorizes the town to borrow outside 
Its statutory limit of indebtedness the sum 
of $230,000 for the equipping and building 
of a new schoolhouse in Shawsheen village, on 
land given to the town for school purposes 
by the American Woolen Company, through 
William M. Wood. 

The plans for the new school were pre- 
sented by the school committee at the last 
annual meeting, modified to bring the cost 
down to $230,000. There are eight rooms 
with an accommodation for 250 pupils. The 
plans allow for the addition of four more 
Tooms. There i; also provided an assembly 
hall with a seating spacity of 300. 

As soon as the bill becomes operative the 
Plans will be submitted by the school com- 
mittee for bids and work on the new school- 
house will begin in the early summer. It 
will be ready for occupancy in the fall of 1924.

Local Chairman of Bradford Academy 
Building Fund 


Mrs. G. M. Nichols, of Central street, has 
accepted chairmanship of the Andover 
district for a $500,000 building and endow- 
ment fund campaign for Bradford academy, 
plans for which were recently announced by 
Dr. Raymond Calkins, of Cambridge, 
national chairman of the campaign organiza- 
tion. 

The campaign opens May 2, and will last 
two weeks, A quota of $275 is expected to 
be given or secured by each Bradford alumna. 
Of the half million it is hoped to raise, 
$250,000 will be used for buildings, including 
a separate dormitory for the girls of the pre- 
paratory division, and the balance will be 
devoted to permanent endowment, of which 
Bradford now has practically none, Renova- 
tion of the old building also is planned. 

Bradford academy has the distinction of 
being the oldest institution of higher learning 
for women in the United States. It was 
founded in 1803. Under its present program 
two years of collegiate and three years of 
preparatory work is offered. 

jamin Greenleaf, author of the famous 
textbook on mathematics which bear his 
name, was an early principal of the academy. 
Miss Marion Coats now heads the adminis- 
tration. 

A pioneer in the field of higher education 
for women, Bradford is also a leader in the 
junior college movement in New England.

Heat, Wild Beasts and In- 
sect Plague in Search.

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Valley of the Kings, Luxor. Reypt.— 
While the world has been following 
with unabated interest and curiosity 
the wonderful archaeological discov- 
eries in the Valley of the Kings, little 
thought has been given to the years 
of toil, research and patience given 
by archaeologists in these far-off 
ruins, 

It is perhaps little uncerstood that 
the recent unearthing of the tomb of 
King Tut-Ankh-Amen by Howard Car- 
ter, British excavator, represents a 
continuous effort of 33 years of re- 
search and excavation. Carter began 
digging on the site of Thebes, the an- 
cient capital of Egypt; when he was 
eighteen and has never ceased his la- 
bors. 

He was never rich enough to con- 
duct his own excavations, but has in- 
variably worked for others. Some of 
his most notable work was done under 
Theodore M, Davis of Boston, who 
from 1907 to 1914 discovered six royal 
tombs and.a wealth of rare and valu- 
able antiquities, In more recent years 
Carter has been associated with Lord 
Carnarvon, who financed the excavat- 
ing work of Tut-Ankh-Amen’s tomb, 
Carter has derived no pecuniary re- 
ward from his years of research. 
American visitors at the newly found 
tomb have remarked that the now 
famous excavator wears the same suit 
of clothes, the same hat and shoes, 
daily, Sunday, and throughout the 
year. 

Catled Modern Hermits. 

Carter’s devotion and labors in the 
cause of Egyptological science are 
typieal of the example of all excava- 
tors, British, American and French, 
in the ancient ruins of Egypt. These 
men may be described .as modern 
hermits in this 5,000-year-old Valley 
of the Kings. They lead a one-sided 
and narrow existence. Cut off from 
all civilizing and uplifting influences, 
the score or more of them who com- 
prise the foreign colonies of Luxor 
move within a narrow groove and sel- 
dom even come in contact with one 
another, 

The Valley of the Kings and the 
Theban hills, 450 miles up the Nile 
from Cairo, are infested with wolves, 
jackals, wildeats foxes, snakes, 
lizards; ~seorpions, vultures, beetles 
and vermin. The archaeologists live 
in unpretentious stone and mortar 
houses with nothing but the barest 
rough-hewn furniture and the most 
primitive household equipment. The 
house occupied by the American ex- 
perts was built through the generos- 
ity of the late J. Pierpont Morgan, 
who was moved to pity by their priva- 
tions and exposure. 

Plague of Flies and Insects, 

The natives of the valley are pathet- 
ically poor and untutored. . Food is 
scarce and expensive. Water, where 
It exists at all, has to be brought from 
afar in hand buckets. The nights are 
cold and fuel is difficult to obtain, The 
heat of the valley is severe during 
the day, and the entire area is 
Plagued with flies and pernicious in- 
sects. 

The American visitor to the cav- 
ernous valley which holds the imperial 
dead of bygone ages is overawed by 
the majesty and dignity of the great, 
precipitous sandstone cliffs that stand 
Sentinel on either side of the necrop- 
ais, He is reminded of the heights of 
the Grand Canyon of the Colorado, or 
vf Yellowstone falls, when the noon- 
day Sun transforms them into a gold- 
en valley. 

Sleeping in the heart of these moun- 
tains are Tat-Ankb-Amen and his royal 
Kinsfolk. Scme of the tombs go down 
150 feet and extend back a distance 
of three city blocks. The ancients be- 
Heved these were the portals to 
heaven and everldsting life.

| FINDS PRIMITIVE TRIBE 
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Strange People in Daghestan 
Think Americans Walk Up- _ 
side Down, 


A tribe so primitive thut it believes 
Americans live on the bottom of the 
world, and are therefore in darkness, 
has been found in the mountain vil- 
lages of Daghestan by Dr. E. A. 
Golder of the Hoover foundation. 

These people, Dr. Golder said, upon 
his return here, think that Americans 
do their plowing while walking upside 
down with oxen to whose horns can- 
dles are tied. Believing that the world 
is table shaped, with themselves on its 
top, they feel that the Americans are 
indeed unfortunate because they are 
compelled to live in eternal night. 

Doctor Golder said that in many of 
the villages delegations greeted him 
as a man from the world below. 

Some were anxious to know how 
Americans managed to get about. One 
old graybeard, sorely perplexed by 
what seemed an unsolvable riddle, 
finally came to the conclusion that, in- 
asmuch as Americans are a wonder- 
ful people, they have undoubtedly 
taken a lesson from the fly and learned 
to walk upside down, 


“They thought I arrived by way of. 


a hole in the ground, the ladder to 
which is kept by the czar of Moscow,” 
Doctor Golder asserted. 

These people still make fire witn 
flint and steel and use stone ham- 
mers and shepherds’ pipes. Justice 
is administered through trial by ordeal. 
The men, who are of remarkable 
physique, go about armed to the teeth, 
for they are feudists. The families 
live in stone huts in the practically 
valleyless mountains, 

Although the people are Moslems, the 
women are not veiled and because of 
the present shortage of cotton cloth, 
thelr only clothing consists of simple 
sheepskin coats, 

“They nearly overwhelmed me with 
hospitality,” Doctor Golder said, ‘“ap- 
pointing as my special guard a one- 
eyed bandit, who had _ thirty-five 
notches in bis warclub. He would 
not Jet me out of his sight.” 

As a result of Doctor Golder’s visit 
into this unfrequented region, the 
American Relief administration has 
sent rations for 10,000 children to the 
mountain villages, where starvation is 
general. William Driscoll has gone 
to Daghestan to take charge of the 
operations.

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RUSS HAVE NEW 
COURT SYSTEM 


Supreme Tribunal, With Seat at 
Moscow, to Have Criminal, 
Civil and Appeal Branches. 


Moseow.—The revolutionary tribu- 
nals which, along with the dreaded 
“cheka,” were instruments of Red ter- 
ror during the worst period of the 
bolshevist revolution, passed into 
history the other day when a new 
und permanent court system was In- 
augurated throughout Russia. 

While founded upon lines not un- 
like those of the court systems of 
some other European countries, the 
new Russian courts have some partic- 
ularly communistic features all their 
own. 

The Supreme court of Russia, which 
will sit In Moscow, will have three 
branches. One will be for criminal 
cases, one for civil, and the other a 
court of appeal. There will be also 
district courts to try cases of local 
Importance, and the “‘people’s” courts, 
corresponding to police magistrates, 
will operate in each village and city 
district to try minor offenses. 

Stuchka Is Chairman. 

Peter Stuchka, Lettish lawyer, who 
guined fame as the bolshevist dictator 
of Latvia when Riga was in the hands 
of the communists, has been named 
as chairman of the Supreme court. 
Another Lett, M. Karkin, will be his 
assistant. In the criminal, civil and 
uppeal branches, however, the su- 
preme court judges are mostly men 
who served in responsible positions in 
the revolutionary tribunals, all com. 
munists tried and true, Jacob Peters, 
who headed the “cheka” at Petro- 
grad during the Red terror, is one of 
the judges of the criminal depart- 
ment, 

M. Kursky, commissar of justice, will 
be chief procurator or attorney gen- 
eral in the new court system, but the 
active prosecutor will be Viadimir 
Krylenko, formerly chairman of the 
revolutionary tribunals. 

New Jury System, 

A peculiar feature of the new sys 
tem is that a species of “juror” is in- 
troduced. There will be two of them 
in each case, sitting beside the judge 
and having full powers to question 
witnesses and attorneys.

When 
they sit in trials the jurymen are 
paid. not by the government, but by 
their employers, receiving their regu- 
lar day's wages for the time passed 
In court. 

When the new court system is in 
full swing, it is expected that most 
of the lawyers appearing will be men 
trained in the law courts of the old 
regime. Professional unions of law- 
yters are being organized, subject to the 
approval of the soviet authorities.

CANADA’S IDLE WATER POWER 


Estimated That 94 Per Cent of Avail- 
able Potency Has Yet to Be 
Harnessed. 

Canada's waterfalls developed 8,000,- 
000 horse-power of electrical energy 
during 1922. The revenue to manu- 
facturers from this power amounted 
to $81,600,000, according to a report 
issued by the federal water powers 
branch of the Dominion government. 

Ontario, with Niagara Falls as its 
chief source of power, led in produc- 
tion among the provinces with 1,330,- 
000 horse-power, the report shows. 
Quebec followed closely with 1,100,- 
000 horse-power, and British Columbia 
was third with 310,000. The remain- 
der was distributed among Manitoba, 
Alberta, Nova Scotia, New Brunswick 
and Prince Edward island. 

Despite the high cost of construc- 
tion, hydro-power development _in- 
stalled last year totaled 529,000 horse 
power. Total capital invested in wa- 
ter power is estimated at $620,658,- 
731. Horse-power development amounts 
to 337 per 1,000 of Canada’s popula- 
tion, 

“Demand upon industrial centers for 
greater production is increasing with 
the cultivation of new stretches of 
farm land in the West,” the report 
states. ‘Industrial experts are urg- 
ing rapid installation of hydro-power 
plants with a view to providing ma- 
chinery and other farm supplies at a 
lower cost, and thus stimulate the 
greater settlement of lands.” 

Water power now in use represents 
a little over 6 per cent of Canada’s 
total water power resources, which 
are estimated by the report at 41,700,- 
horse-power. 


JUDGE’S IDEA OF JUSTICE 


Explanation of Why Mercy Was 
Shown to Defaulting Banker and 
Severity to Chicken Thief. 
Judge Swartz’ resignation after 
86 years on the bench in Montgomery 
county reminds me of a letter which 
I once received from him, “Girard” 
writes in the Philadelphia Inquirer. 
He had sentenced u man to several 
years in prison for stealing chickens. 
The value of the booty was only a 

few dollars. 

It happened on the same day that 
another judge in a central Pennsyl- 
vania county had sentenced a_ bank 
president to one year in prison. 

The banker had misappropriated 
over $100,000, and for a period of 
many years he had falsified the ac- 
counts of the bank as returned to the 
comptroller of the currency. These 
two items were printed together in a 
Philadelphia newspaper as showing 
the difference in judicial severity. 

The letter I got from Judge Swartz 
said it appeared on the face of it as 
if he had punished his man too hard, 
but the fact was the chicken thief was 
an old offender, to whom a term in 
prison meant no mental stress. 

The bank president, argued Judge 
Swartz, would be punished the more 
severely by his brief term in jail, due 
to his higher standards of life. 


Tree Planting in Massachusetts. 

Massachusetts will have the big- 
gest tree planting bee in its history 
this spring when 2,000,000 pines and 
spruces are set out by cities, towns 
and private citizens on waste land. 
Most of the young trees will be sold 
at nominal cost by the state. 

“There has been a decided awaken- 
ing in Massachusetts to the need of 
forest conservation,” said Chief For- 
ester H. O. Cook recently. “In the 
state nurseries, in which we raise 
pines and spruces, we have 1,500,000 
trees of the best, age for transplanting. 
There is such an increased interest in 
this subject that we expect to pro- 
duce transplantable trees in our 
nurserles at a rate In excess of 4,000,- 
000 annually.” 

The lowest estimated cost of the for- 
est plantings is two cents for each 
little tree. The entire cost probably 
will exceed $40,000. In 50 years the 
trees should be worth $200,000,
